The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  49,310,  an  increase  of  910 
since  I963.  As  there  was  an  excess  of  3OO  live  births  over  deaths, 
some  400  new  residents  must  have  moved  into  the  district.  This  is 
also  reflected  in  the  larger  number  of  inhabited  houses,  being  16,824 
in  1964,  an  increase  of  ZLi-4  since  I963.  Looking  back,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  stiTictually  separate  dwellings 
lias  more  than  doubled  siace  1931  and  is  over  3Q^o  above  the  1931  figure. 
The  population  of  the  district  has  doubled  since  1931 • 

'HEATHER  CQNDIT'IONS. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  station  for  the 
following  account  of  the  weather  in  I964:- 
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Over  the  year^  the  rainfall  total  was  4"  less  than  average  and 
sunshine  was  also  lacking. 

In  these  respects  the  year  vras  similar  to  1963?  hut  in  other  ways 
it  vTas  quite  different.  The  autumn  and  wniter  were  com.paratively 
mild  and  the  summer  months^  except  for  June  and  part  of  August, 

Y/ere  particularly  pleasant  for  holidaymakers  and  reasonably 
satisfactory  for  agriculture.

There  vvere  I5OOZ1-  live  "births  and  504  deaths  registered  during  the 
year^  together  vith  I5  stillbirths  and  including  10  jnfant  deaths, 
but  there  v^ere  no  maternal  deaths  associated  vJ'ith  childbirth.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  v/as  18,2  compared  v;ith  18,4  for  England  and  ¥ales 
and  the  local  death  rate  similarly  adjusted  v/as  9 -9  compared  v/ith  a 
national  rate  of  11.3.  The  district  is  gaining  by  birth  at  nearly  the 
national  rate  but  losing  by  death  at  a  much  slovver  rate. 

Again  we  have  a  remarkably  low  figure  for  infant  mortality,  9 
per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  20  for  the  whole  country.  In 
the  last  3  years,  this  district  has  had  the  record  figures  of  4.5 
iti  1982,  14.4  in  1983  and  now  9»0  in  I984.  The  illegitLnacy  rate  has 
risen  this  year  to  4.7/^  of  all  live  births  compared  with  2,7%  in 
1983  and  a  national  figure  of  7.2% 

These  statistics  show  that  the  outlook  for  infants  born  in 
this  district  is  very  rosy  indeed  and  that  the  rest  of  the  population 
have  a  very  good  prospect  of  long  survival.

The  above  tables  show  that  only  one  of  these  infant  deaths  was 
possibly  preventable  being  due  to  a  serious  condition  of  the  mother, 
the  rest  were  caused  by  congenital  defects  incompatible  ■'with 
survival . 
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Those  figures  provide  the  very  low  infant  mortality  rate  already 
noted  and  shov/  how  excellent  is  the  care  of  the  mother  and  infant  in 
this  district. I-  Not  single  case  of  fatal  infection  or  death  from  any 
other  acquired  disease  occurred  under  the  age  of  3  years.  Doctors, 
health  visitors,  midwives  and  the  mothers  themselves  are  all  to  be 
congratulated  on  such  a  record.

There  were  39  infants  born  prematurely  but  only  6  of  these  did 
not  survive,  4  of  them  having  other  congenital  defects  incompatible 
Y/ith  life.  Premature  stillbirths  numbered  9  compared  with  8  last, 
year. 

The  survival  of  such  a  large  number  of  premature  infants  reflects 
again  the  very  good  care  \/hich  is  available  for  these  tiny  babies,  vvith 
their  rather  tenuous  hold  on  life.

The  saddest  feature  of  this  table  is  the  list  of  accidental  deaths, 
all  wholly  preventable  and  all  but  one  between  11  and  20,  Two  12  year 
old  girls  knocked  down  by  motor  vehicles  and  2  teenage  young  men  ending 
their  lives  on  motor  cycles  are  sufficient  commentary  on  the  hazards 
of  our  roads , 
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of  tho  deaths  from  malignancy  also  occurred  in  young  people 
as  did  one  of  the  fatal  coronaries  and  the  three  from  heart  disease, 
all  these  complicated  by  acute  respiratory  illnesses. 

It  v/ould  appear  thc.t  there  are  still  diseases  acquired  in  early 
life  v/hich,  though  not  fatal  at  the  onset,  may  be  real  life-shorteners 
either  as  a  sole  cause  of  death  or  as  a  factor  affecting  recovery 
from  an  intercurrent  illness.  In  spite  of  antibiotics  and  other 
forms  of  modern  therapy,  this  is  still  a  field  of  preventive  medicine 
insufficiently  tilled. 

Malignant  Disease  (including  Cancer) 

There  v/ere  99  deaths  from  malignant  disease,  5  more  than  last 
year  and  lung  cancer  accounted  for  l6  of  these  canpared  \7ith  18  in 
1963.  There  v/erc  14  male  and  2  female  deaths  from  lung  cancer.

This  table  sho'v:s  that  of  the  14  males  deaths  from  lung 
cancer,  half  of  them  occurred^  during  ivorking  life,  2  \/ere  under  the 
age  of  54  and  5  more  between  55  and  64.  This’  is  yet  another  demonstra 
tion  of  7/hat  a  life-shortoner  cancer  of  the  lung  may  be.  With  the 
expectation  of  life  for  a  large  proportion  of  tho  population  of  over 
75  years,  to  die  from  an  avoidable  disease  in  the  early  50*s  seems 
lilce  deliberate  suicide.  For  so  much  malignant  disease  v/e  do  not 
loiov/  the  cause  and  therefore  can  proscribe  neither  a  preventative 
nor  a  remedy  but  v/ith  lung  cancer  \/e  do  kno\/  beyond  any  shadov/  of 
doubt  that  heavy  cigarette  smoking  increases  the  risk  many  times. 

'll  hat  v/e  do  not  know  is  ho\i  to  cure  or  modify  this  very  widespread 

addiction.  Longevity  has  obviously  no  appeal  to  a  large  number  of 
men  v/hose  motto  might  well  be  *'a  short  life  but  a  smoky  one." 

G-eneral . 

Heart  and  circulatory  disease  were  the  commonest  cause  of  death 

(57^)  v/ith  96  deaths  from  coronary  occlusion  compared  ’u-ith  111  last 

year.  More  deaths  from  coronaiy  disease  were  registered  for  males 
than  for  females,  57  compared  7/ith  39  and  occurred  earlier  in  life. 
There  was  one  male  death  from  this  cause  at  24,  4  between  35  and  45> 

6  between  45  and  55  and  15  betv/een  55  and  65,  giving  a  total  of  26 
during  working  life.  This  compared  v/ith  only  9  female  deaths  from 
this  cause  between  45  and  65  and  none  at  all  at  a  younger  age.  Again, 
heavy  cigarette  smoking  is  knov/n  to  be  a  causative  factor  in  coronary 
disease  and  many  of  these  deaths  may  have  been  partially  or  v/holly  due 
to  this  poisoning. 

iVccidontal  deaths  amounted  to  11  and  there  \/ere  3  suicides. 
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Respiratory  disease  was  much  less  fatal  in  19^4^  there  were 
only  40  deaths  from  this  cause  compared  with  34  ir  1963*  The  mild 
winter  and  the  absence  of  largo  epidemics  of  influenza  or  other 
chest ’disease  no  douht  iniT’luenced  this  result.  Only  5  of  those 
respiratory  deaths  occurred  under  63  and  ^O/o  at  over  75 • 

Finally,  69/^  of  all  deaths  occurred  at  over  65  and  4^  ot  over 
the  age  of  75 •

There  wore  313  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  838  less  than  last  year.  The  decrease  v/as  largely  due  to  a 
lighter  incidence  of  measles,  245  cases  compared  -with  959?  together 
with  only  half  the  amiount  of  scarlet  fever  and  practically  no  dysentery. 

Measles 

The  measles  epidemic,  much  smaller  than  last  year,  occurred  in  the 
first  5  months  of  the  year  with  large  peaks  in  January  and  February 
and  smaller  ones  in  March  and  April,  There  \;ore  no  deaths  and  no 
serious  complications  were  reported. 

hliooping  Cough, 

The  incidence  v/as  about  the  sarae  as  last  year,  a  few  cases  being 
notified  in  January  and  February  and  later  on  in  npril.  May,  June  and 
July,  From  then  on,  there  were  no  cases  notified  to  the  end  of  the 
year. 


Scarlet  Fever 

This  disease  was  much  less  prevalent,  the  incidence  being  50^  less 
than  in  1983.  Cases  occurred  sporadically  throughout  the  year,  only 
the  month  of  August  being  entirely  free.  No  deaths  or  complications 
were  reported. 
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Diphtheria  )  Again  I  report  no  eases  of  either  of  those  diseases. 
Poliomyelitis )  It  is  many  years  now  since  either  of  them  v/as  notified 
in  this  district. 

Infective  G-astro-Enteritis . 

All  transmis sable  bov/el  infections  are  included  under  this 
heading.  This  year  I  have  to  report  a  gi-oat  decrease  in  dysentery 
but  a  few  more  cases  of  food  poisoning  than  last  year.  Epidemic 
vomiting  continued  to  cause  anxiety. 


The  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  v/ere  sporadic  and  no  outbreaks 
occurred.  T\ro  cases  were  associated  v/ith  a  small  outbreak  in  the 
City  of  Norv/ich  and  in  one  case  the  disease  v/as  definitely  contracted 
abroad.  No  family  contacts  were  found  to  be  positive  in  any  of 
tliese  cases. 


There  were  10  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning,  all  but  one  due 
to  salmonella  typhiiuarieim  and  3  contact  carriers  were  discovered  during 
routine  investigations.  In  two  cases,  there  appeared  a  common  source, 
a  food  substance  from  a  City  School  canteen  which  had  caused  many  cases 
in  the  City  -^i-roa.  In  January,  investigations  into  the  family  contacts  of 
a  clinical  case  in  a  baby  revealed  a  total  of  9  excretors  out  of  12 
persons  in  2  closely  related  families.  This  infection  was  finally  cleared 
up  in  May, 


T^7o  other  isolated  cases  occurred  in  iipril  and  October  respectively 
and  there  was  one  boy  of  11  w’ho  was  infected  with  salmonella  enteriditis. 


Apart  from  the  two  from  the  City  outbreak,  no  definite  cause  v/as 
found  in  any  of  these  cases.  There  must  have  been  some  association 
with  infected  food  but  by  the  time  notification  was  received,  all  food 
which  could  have  caused  the  illness  had  either  been  oaten  or  destroyed, 
rendering  sampling  impossible. 


Although  not  compulsorily  notifiable,  multiple  cases  of  diarrhoea 
and/or  vomiting  are  reported  from  schools  and  all  such  reports  are 
followed  up  and  specimens  examined  to  exclude  a  bacterial  cause  such  as 
sonne  dysentery. 


The  usual  pattern  of  an  outbreak  is  for  a  small  number  of  cases 
to  occur  for  a  fev;  days  or  a  week  and  then  'w'ith  the  affected  children’s 
rapid  recovery,  the  incident  is  at  an  end. 

In  Sprowston  Infants  School,  however,  the  heavy  incidence  of  these 
cases  reported  in  19^3  continued  throughout  almost  the  v/hole  of  19^4. 

In  December  19^3?  it  was  decided  in  co-operation  with  the  virologists  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  carry  out  some  intensive  research  into 
the  cause  and  epidemiology  of  the  disease,  beginning  in  January,  I964. 
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The  follovviiig  procedure  was  carried  out 

(1)  Vomit  and  stools  were  c ollected  as  available  from  as  many  cases 
as  possible  and  rapidly  transported  to  the  Laboratory  vdioro  they  v/ere 
examined  for  the  presence  of  vinus. 

(2)  -till  cases  of  either  diarrhoea  and/or  vomiting  continued  to  be 
excluded  from  school  for  3  days  v/hether  they  had  Diade  a  complete 
recovery  or  not.  If  ill  at  homc^  the  parents  v/ere  requested  to 
observe  the  same  rule. 

(3)  If  a  case  occurred  in  a  classroom^  all  the  children  were  evacuated 
and  the  room  ventilated^  disinfected  and  kept  empty  for  at  least  half 
an  hour. 

In  spite  of  this  procedure  and  the  excellent  co-operation  of  the 
head  teacher;,  the  staff  and  the  parent s,  cases  continued  to  occur, 
though  single  incidents  in  the  classroom  'vere  less  likely  to  cause  a 
large  group  of  secondary  infections  as  had  been  noted  before  the 
evacuation  scheme  was  adopted. 

On  the  vtoole,  the  younger  pupils  xiho  have  been  the  shortest  time 
at  school  have  been  most  affected  but  no  class  has  been  entirely  free. 
One  class  in  particular  has  had  a  very  heavy  incidence  v/ith  only  a 
small  proportion  of  its  members  having  had  no  attack.  Special  attention 
has  been  paid  to  this  class  and  a  complete  investigation  of  it  is  being 
planned  in  I965. 

One  curious  feature  of  this  disease  is  t  he  tendency  for  some 
children  to  have  multiple  attacks  and  summing  up  the  attack  rate  over 
several  months  it  appears  that 

'37.3%  had  no  attacks 
3^. 7/0  ”  one  attack 
23.8^0  "  two  or  more  attacks. 

Several  had  had  as  many  as  3  attacks  and  one  child  had  had  typical 
s^miptoms  7  times  during  the  same  period. 

Virology 

The  isolation  of  a  virus  is  a  very  longtl-y  Tjrocedure  and  it  cannot 
be  assumed  that  because  a  certain  Imown  strain  has  been  found  in  the 
dejecta  of  a  case,  that  it  is  necessarily  causative.  However,  several 
viruses  behaving  in  an  idential  manner  in  the  Laboratory  have  been 
isolated  from  some  of  these  cases  and  although  at  present  the  v/iaest 
verdict  would  be  "not  proven",  these  findings  are  suggestive, 

Unfortunately,  we  still  do  not  know  where  the  virus  survives  or 
■:ov:  to  prevent  it  being  passed  from  case  to  case  or  indeed  i,7hy  in  a 
heavily  inf ectod  c ommunity,  some  children  escape  altogether. 
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Finally,  the  most  teasing  factor  of  this  continuing  incidence  is 
v/hy  it  has  affected  this  particular  school  and  no  other  to  the  same 
extent.  Attendance  registers  and  causes  of  illnesses  from  schools  of 
similar  size  in  the  County  have  been  studied  but  no  similar  pattern  of 
events  emerges  frem  them.  There  is  no  fault  to  be  found  in  the  general 
hygiene  of  the  school  or  the  meticulous  care  v/ith  which  hand  V7ashing 
is  supervised.  Mystery  surrounds  the  whole  situation  and  it  is  hoped  that 
our  endeavours  in  19^3  will  enable  us  to  elucidate  it. 

Typhoid  and  other  Enteric  Diseases, 

No  case  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  was  notified  during  the  year. 
Prevention  of  Bowel  Diseases 

Mu,ch  of  the  bowel  disease  reported  above  v/as  undoubtedly  due  to 
carelessness  in  handling  food  and  lack  of  toilet  hygiene.  Regular 
hand  washing  after  using  the  closet  and  the  protection  of  food  from 
contamination  at  all  stages  of  preparation  would  have  prevented  much 
of  this  avoidable  illness. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

During  the  year,  the  County  Council’s  scheme  for  protection  of  the 
community  by  immunisation  continued  to  ensure  that  a  large  majority  of 
the  children  and  a  smaller  proportion  of  adults  were  immunised  against 
some  or  all  of  the  folloi/ing  diseases 

Poliomyelitis  v'v’hooping  Cough 

Diphtheria  Smallpox 

Tetanus  Tuberculosis 

Denoral  Sickness 

The  weekly  sickness  claims  in  the  second  week  of  Januaiy  rose  to 
over  double  the  number  in  the  previous  v/eek,  due  to  the  seasonal 
epidemic  of  respiratory  disease.  They  fell  fairly  rapidly  at  first 
but  remained  above  the  average  foi‘  the  time  of  year  until  the  end  of 
March.  There  was  a  further  slight  peak  at  the  beginning  of  April, 
after  which  the  figures  fell  to,  and  remained  about,  the  average  until 
another  gradual  rise  occurred  reaching  a  maxinum  in  November. 

There  was  some  influenza  but  only  one  death  from  this  cause,  while, 
as  noted  above,  deaths  from  all  respiratory  disease  were  many  fev/er 
than  in  19^3 .  No  doubt  the  mild  winter  accounted  for  this  finding.

It  is  ret-,retted  that  this  acceptance  rate- is  lov/er  than  last  year, 
63.^  compared  with  68.’/^  in  19^3^  hut  the  number  found  positive 
amongst  those  tested  was  the  lov^est  recorded  in  the  Area,  3.1fo.  This 
latter  finding  reflects  the  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  active  disease  in  the  population  and  the  effect  of  pasteurisation 
of  milk  and  the  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis.  In  other  words, 
the  great  majority  of  the  children  tested  had  evidently  never  been  in 
contact  with  the  disease,  either  in  humans  or  in  infected  milk,  v/ith 
so  much  less  chance  of  acquiring  immunity  naturally,  it  is  unfortunate 
that  so  many  parents  refuse  the  offer  of  protection  for  their  children 
against  what  is  still  a  dangerous  disease,  although  becoming  much  more 
rare . 


All  markedly  positive  oases  are  followed  up  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  if  necessary,  x-rayed.  No  active  infection  was  found  in 
any  of  those  so  examined. 


It  will  be  seen  by  the  above„ figures  that  tuberculosis  has 
ceased  to  be  the  great  public  heath  problem  it  used  to  be  but  active 
cases  are  still  being  discovered  particularly  amongst  older  men.  No 
chronic  cough  should  therefore  be  disregarded  but  medical  advice 
sought  and/or  x-ray  examination.

There  were  13  more  accidents  causing  injury  on  the  roads  of 
the  district  compared  with  I963  hut  22  less  than  in  1962.  Fortunately, 
there  v/as  a  decrease  of  one  in  those  suffering  serious  injury,  the  main 
increase  was  in  the  incidence  of  the  slightly  injured.  Unhappily,  there 
were  7  fatal  accidents,  the  same  number  as  in  I963  and  1962,  consisting 
of  3  motor  cyclists,  2  pedal  cyclists  and  2  pedestrians. 


There  was  little  difference  between  the  various  typos  of  road 
user  compared  v/ith  last  year,  a  few  less  drivers  and  a  few  more  motor 
cyclists,  cyclists  and  pedestrians  v/ere  injured.  On  the  whole,  motor 
cyclists  had  the  v/orst  road  experience  \;ith  3  deaths,  30  serious  and 
42  slight  injuries.  The  position  over  the  last  7  years  is  shown  in 
the  following  table,  giving  total  figures  for  accidents  causing  injury

Strangely  enough,  in  I964  the  casualties  f or t he  first  half  of 
the  year  w^ere  much  heavier  than  for  the  second,  although  this  latter 
includes  the  main  holiday  months  of  July,  August  and  September  when 
the  roads  of  the  district  are  at  their  busiest  \.ith  visitors  in  transit. 
From  January  to  the  end  of  June  there  were  133  accidents  compared  'with 
111  for  the  following  6  months.

It  will  be  seen  that  children  had  a  much  \iorsQ  road  record  in 
1964  than  in  the  previous  yoar  with  2  fatal  accidents,  8  seriously 
injured  and  19  with  slight  injuries.  This  compares  unfavourably  with 
1963  T/hen  there  were  no  deaths  and  a  total  of  only  22  injured,  though 
8  of  them  seriously, 

G-eneral  Comment, 

The  figures  in  this  section  make  it  abundantly  clear  that  much 
more  caro  needs  to  be  exercised  by  those  using  our  roads,  particularly 
by  drivers  of  motor  vehicles.  The  steady  toll  of  life  and  limb  which 
motor  cycling  in  particular  takes  of  our  young  men  is  much  to  be 
regretted.  So  long  as  main  roads  are  regarded  by  one  ago  group  as 
speed  tracks,  this  useless  wastage  v/ill  continue.  The  lure  of  speed, 
operating  before  the  caution  of  maturity,  is  responsible  for  this 
havoc.  The  remedy  for  this  is  hard  to  find.

The  above  figures  give  a  picture  of  the  current  housing  situation 
and  show  that  441  iiew  units  of  accomraodation  became  available  in  the 
distric  o  curing  the  year  made  up  of  410  private  divellings  and  31 
built  by  the  Council,  In  addition^  there  \/ere  39  casual  vacancies  in 
Council  property  and  no  doubt  many  other  private  properties  changed 
hands  but  the  numbers  of  these  have  not  been  recorded. 

However,  it  'Uill  be  seen  that  199  new  applications  were  received 
during  the  year  so  that  Council  building  plus  casual  vacancies  are  not 
satisfying  the  housing  needs  of  mors  than  a  quarter  of  the  number  of 
those  added  to  the  list,  always  bearing  in  mind  that  20  of  these 
allocations  v/ent  to  slum  clearance  cases  from  property  v/hich  \dll  now 
cease  to  be  accommodation  for  anyone,  in  fact,  only  IC^  of  the  number 
on  the  housing  list  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  in  I964.  If  the 
rate  of  building  is  not  stepped  up,  it  will  take  at  least  10  years  to 
clear  the  present  ’waiting  list,  without  taking  account  of  future 
applications , 

The  Council  now  ov/ns  1,982  units  of  accommodation,  representing 
about  11^  of  all  inhabited  dwellings  in  the  district,  while  private 
development  continues  to  provide  dwellings  at  more  than  10  tames  the 
rate  of  Council  building.  In  effect,  this  means  that  the  families  which 
can,  or  will,  afford  to  acquire  their  own  property  v/ill  be  suitably 
housed  many  years  before  those  udose  only  possibility  of  reasonable 
accommodation  is  to  wait  for  a  Council  house. 

The  most  serious  feature  of  this  paucity  of  dvrellings  is  that 
the  Council  is  unable  to  satisfy  the  urgent  needs  of  those  vvith  health 
problems.  The  equivalent  of  a  doctor’s  prescription  for  medicine  is 
the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  housing  on 
medical  grounds.  The  one  prescription  is  dispensed  the  same  day, 
the  other  may  not  become  effective  for  years,  although  it  may  well  be 
that  improved  housing  is  by  far  the  more  important  from  the  point  of 
viev/  of  health  and  well-being. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  circumstances  v/hich  determine  the  size 
of  the  Council’s  building  programme  will  soon  be  altered  in  such  a  way 
that  all  urgent  housing  needs,  particularly  medical  ones,  may  be 
satisfied  without  undue  delay, 

^hVTER  SUPPDT 

An  account  of  the  present  position  in.  regard  to  mains  water 
supply  is  given  by  the  new  Surveyor  to  the  Council  and  will  be  found 
at  tile  end  of  this  iuinual  Report. 

There  are  still  small  communities  in  the  district  which  lack  the 
fundamental  amenity  of  a  main  supply  of  water  and  it  is  impossible  to 
be  satisfied  'with  the  position  until  these  needs  are  met.

It  v/ill  be  seen  that  the  Lenv/ade,  Salle  and  Oulton  bores  {^ive  t  he 
highest  aniount  of  fluoride  but  even  these  have  only  a  quarter  to  two 
thirds  of  the  optimum  recommended  f or  s ound  tooth  construction.  The 
Honingham  bore  and  Norwich  Corporation  s'upply  are  the  next  least 
defective  'v/aters  'with  about  a  sixth  of  the  required  amount,  whilst  at 
Foulaiam,  v/ood  balling  and  Felthorpe  the  fluoride  content  is  very  lov/ 
indeed  and  for  the  purpose  of  tooth  protection  almost  negligible.

An  account  of  the  present  position  in  regard  to  se'werage  schames 
already  in  operation,  in  process  of  being  carried  out  and  planned  for 
the  future  is  given  by  the  Surveyor  iii  his  report,  fran  which  I  am 
glad  to  note,  that  acme  progress  has  been  made. 

Bore Holes  for  Apad  Drainage. 


There  was  further  disquiet  during  the  year  because  the  County 
Surveyor  had  required  one  of  the  estate  developers  to  siiik  boreholes 
for  drainage,  and  concern  was  expressed  by  the  owner  of  a  nearby  well 
as  to  whether  this  work  might  cause  pollution  of  it.  A  sample  of 
the  well  water  shov/ed  it  to  be  quite  suitable  for  drinking  pur[)oses. 

It  was  proposed  to  keep  the  position  under  close  observation  in  regard 
to  the  safety  of  the  vnter. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  -where  the  chief  water-bearing 
stratum  is  chalk,  the  indiscriminate  boring  into  it  for  drainage 
purposes  is  fraught  v/ith  danger,  i.ll  kinds  of  dangerous  material 
may  be  deposited  on  roads  and  adjoining  land  and  lb  there  is  a  borehole, 
this  matter  \7ill  be  taken  directly  into  the  chalk  \;ithout  any 
filtration  whatever.  It  is  well  laio^wn  that  fissures  in  the  chalk 
may  extend  a  long  way  and  distant  pollution  of'  water  sources  is  always 
a  possibility.

Young 
waives  G-roups,  Toe  H,  and  British  Legion,  I  v/as  also  invited  to  give 
a  short  talk  on  the  B.B.C.,  about  the  hazards  of  children  sv/allov/ing 
dangerous  substances. 

In  addition^  posters  and  leaflets  on  several  health  topics  have 
been  displayed  in  prominent  positions  in  the  Council's  offices,  and 
in  various  other  places  in  the  district.

Holiday  arrangements  were  again  most  varied  and  still  more 
ambitious^  from  trips  abroad  to  holiday  caxUps,  and  it  is  difficult 
which  to  admire  the  more,  the  yqtj  old  who  tackle  the  most  arduous 
journeys  with  enthusiasm  or  the  indef atigLiable  helpers  who  try  to  keep 
up  v/ith  them.

One  disquieting  feature  of  the  living  conditions  of  the  elderly  in 
their  own  homes  is  their  coldness  in  wintry  .veather.  Far  too  many 
old  people  have  to  sleep  in  icy  bedrooms  and  it  is  known  that  cold  can 
and  does  cause  the  death  of  many  of  them. 


All  dwellings  for  the  elderly  should  be  efficiently  insulated  and 
economically  heated  to  keep  the  internal  temperature  of  the  house 
at  a  reasonable  level.  Many  nev/  purpose-designed  old  people's  du^ellings 
erected  by  the  Council  can  be  criticised  on  this  account  although 
othenr/ise  equipped  with  all  modern  amenities.  Insulation  and  efficient 
heating  appliances  are  as  urgent  an  improvement  to  these  modern  hones 
as  plumbing  and  hot  'water  systems  are  to  older  property. 


The  Disabled. 

During  the  year,  both  the  District  Committee  of  the  Norfolk 
Association  for  the  Care  of  the  Handicapped  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  continued  to  provide  social  facilities  for  many  of  the 
physically  handicapped  in  the  district. 

Parties,  oiitings,  holidays  and  handicraft  instruction  and  sales 
■were  all  in  the  programme  and  the  lives  of  many  'were  greatly  enlivened 
by  the  activity  of  a  host  of  devoted  voluntary  workers.

The  Health  of  t he  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the 
year.  The  birth  rate  has  risen  and  the  death  rate  has  fallen,  with 
infant  mortality  at  less  than  half  the  national  rate. 

Respiratory  disease  was  neither  very  prevalent  nor  very  fatal,  due 
to  milder  'weather  conditions  and  there  was  much  less  infectious  disease 
of  all  kinds. 

Grave  features  of  the  Report  continue  to  be  the  shortening  of 
life  by  avoidable  factors,  namely  road  accidents  and  excessive  smoking, 
knovwi  to  cause  many  cases  of  bronchitis,  lung  cancer  and  coronary  disease. 

Council  housing  programmes  continue  to  fall  far  short  of  v/hat  is 
needed,  only  IC^o  of  the  housing  applicants  having  been  re-housed  during 
the  year.  Medical  need  for  re-housing  is  far  too  seldam  met. 

Better  progress  has  been  made  w'ith  -water  supply  and  sewerage 
schemes,  but  most  of  the  work  planned  was  long  overdue. 


CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  aclmowlodge  the  support  of  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Coimuittee  and  to  the  willing 
and  efficient  service  of  the  Staff,

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  follo'v/ing  report 


The  year  under  revievr  saw  the  retirement  of  Mr .H.S  .Hawkins  after 
thirty-nine  years  as  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
the  creation  of  separate  Public  health  and  Surveyor's  Departments. 

There  were  a  number  of  changes  in  staff  and  consequently  the  department 
was  operating  for  periods  with  a  depleted  staff.  The  premature  death 
of  Mr.'i/.Eryer,  the  Cleansing  Superintendant  and  former  Deputy  Public 
Health  Inspector  was  a  loss  that  the  department  could  ill  afford.  His 
knowledge  on  Slum  Clearance  and  Cleansing  matters  was  sorely  missed.

for  the  first  time  it  is  possible  to  record  that  10(>/b  neat 
inspection  has  been  achieved  althoughy  as  the  hours  of  overtime  worked 
indicate  not  'without  considerable  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  leisure 
hours  of  the  Inspectors,  I  agree  with  the  views  expressed  last  year  by  , 
my  predecessor  that  some  control  over  hours  of  slaughtering  is  required 
in  order  to  curtail  the  amount  of  necessary  overtime  which  is  incurred 
by  the  Inspectors. 

A  nev7  departure  in  this  service  was  the  appointment  of  tv/o  full 
time  Meat  Inspectors.  Unfortunately  owing  to  the  shortage  of  qualified 
staff  only  one  position  vms  filled.  Mr.  J.  walker  commenced  uuties  on 
the  28th  September^  and  his  appointraent  considerably  eased  the  work  of 
the  remaining  Inspectors  on  this  service ^  and  thus  more  time  was  available 
for  District  work, 

for  comparison  I  set  out  the  figures  for  animals  slaughtered,  v^eight 
of  meat  condemned  and  number  of  overtime  hours  \7orked  by  the  Inspectors, 
during  the  past  3  years.  It  can  be  seen  that  the  numbers  slaughtered 
shew  a  considerable  increase  as  does  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  and  the 
latter  figure  proves  the  wisdom  of  lOO^o  inspection.

The  Piousing  i^-ct  19^4  came  into  force  in  July  and  made  it  possible 
to  give  increased  Standard  G-rants  for  mains  water  connections,  provision 
of  bathrooms  and  septic  tank  drainage  system.  The  maximum  grant  under 
this  Act  is  now  £330 •  These  are  welcome  additions  to  the  previous 
grants  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  owners  will  avail  themselves  of  fh 
improving  their  property. 

It  is  now  possible  to  allow  a  reduced  standard  to  qualify  for  a 
grant,  but  I  envisage  that  such  a  graiit  in  this  district  v/ill  be  the 
exception  rather  than  the  rule.  No  such  grant  was  made  during  the 
year. 


During  the  year  the  Council  approved  proposals  for  Discretionary 
Grants  in  respect  of  33  houses  and  the  promised  grants  amounted  to 
£12,083.  11s.  6d.  Applications  in  respect  of  only  5  houses  were 
refused  (l  of  these  ¥7as  latei"  given  a  Standard  Grant),  Nork  at  19 
houses  w’^as  completed  during  the  year  and  the  amount  of  grants  paid 
was  £6,290.  0.  C<5» 

Approval  was  given  for  Standard  Grants  in  respect  of  87houses, 
and  the  maximum  amount  of  grants  that  could  be  paid  was  £12,688.  3.  2d, 
Applications  in  respect  of  only  4  were  not  approved,  and  1  application 
■was  'withdraT/n.  ¥ork  at  79  houses  ./as  completed  and  the  amount  of 
grants  paid  v/as  £10,142,  12.  Id, 

It  gives  satisfaction  in  that  98  houses  have  been  improved 'w ith  the 
aid  of  grants  and  a  further  122  grants  were  approved.  Some  of  these 
houses  v/ould  no  doubt  without  the  aid  cf  this  scheme,  have  been 
considered  in  the  Council’s  future  Slum  Clearance  Programme.

Collections  are  made  weekly  in  21  parishes  and  i'ortnig,htly  in  the 
remaining  27.  The  ■volume  is  still  increasing  being  7*^? 340  cubic  yards 
compared  \/ith  66,ZflO  for  the  year  1903  and  60,700  during  the  year  1962. 
■Tis  the  number  of  new  properties  increase  this  service  vTill  become  over¬ 
loaded  and  in  future  years  increase  in  the  number  of  workmen,  re¬ 
organisation  of  the  service  including  the  present  vehicles  ’nill  become 
necessaiy . 


It  is  my  considered  opitiion  that  this  service  should  be  extended 
to  give  a  TveelcLy  collection  of  household  refuse  for  all  parishes,  and  I 
hope  when  re-organisation  takes  place  that  tiiis  will  become  an 
accomplished  fact. 

Disposal 

The  present  centralised  tip  is  novi  almost  full  and  efforts  are 
being  made  to  acquire  others.  My  policy  is,  v/hilst  we  have  the  existing 
small  capacity  lorries,  to  ‘decentralise’  and  provide  multiple  small 
disposal  points  througliout  the  district  in  order  to  cut  do\7n  the 
mileage  and  time  spent  in  travelling. 


This  service  covers  almost  the  whole  of  the  district  but  it  is 
obvious  that  the  volame  for  collection  is  reducing.  The  provision  of 
sev/ers  and  the  Improvement  of  houses  with  septic  tanlc  drainage  systems 
all  helps  to  reduce  the  volume.  The  amount  collected  during  the  year 
was  653? 000  gallons  compared  v/ith  721,500  gallons  in  the  previous  year.

This  service  also  show'ed  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  loads  removed 
as  a  result  of  the  provision  of  se’wers  but  I  do  not  envisage  any  marked 
red'uction  in  the  future  requirements  of  this  sex'vico  when  one  considers 
the  number  of  xiew  properties  being  provided  in  parishes  where  sev/ers  are 
not  available  nor  will  be  for  several  years.

Mr.  Chairman^  Ladies  and  G-entlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  I964. 

Undoubtedly  the  retirement  of  Mr.  H.S.  Hawkins  (Donior  Public 
Health  Insjjector  and  Surveyor)  at  the  end  of  September  had  some 
influence  upon  our  work  throughout  the  year.  The  decision  to  create 
two  separate  Departments  iavolved  considerable  thought  and  time  in 
determining  the  future  allocation  of  duties  and  the  general  re-organisation 
of  the  existing  Department.  I  feel  that  it  is  a  tribute  to  the  Council, 
their  Senior  Officers  and  the  staff  of  the  two  departments  that  this 
re-organisation  took  place  so  smootlily  and  without  any  disruption  of 
the  Council's  work.  So  far  as  my  ov/n  Department  is  concerned,  I 
consider  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  settled  dov;n  quite 
satisfactorily.  By  19^35  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  of  proving 
our  a bility  in  the  various  aspects  of  the  work  that  we  undertake. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  personal  thanks  and  appreciation  of 
the  Council's  support  during  the  early  months  of  my  new  office  and  to 
all  the  memboi-s  of  ray  staff  for  the  oonsciontious  and  enthusiastic 
manner  in  wliich  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  during  the  year, 

SElERiiCTE, 


The  early  part  of  the  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  Catton 
sewerage  scheme  which  was  the  final  stage  in  the  Council's  proposals 
for  the  main  drainage  of  the  fringe  parishes  of  Catton,  Hellesdon 
and  Sprov/ston, 

Work  proceeded  during  the  year  on  the  second  stage  of  the  sev/age 
system  for  the  tovai  of  Reepham  and  this  v/as  completed  in  the  early 
autumn. 
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In  November  work  ccmmenced  on  the  contract  for  the  provision  of 
sewers  v/ithle  the  North  East  Parishes  se^^^erage  scheme.  This  joint 
scheme  with  Smallburgh  Rural  District  ivill  provide  main  drainage  to 
the  villages  of  Wroxhamj  Coltishall,  Horstead  and  Belaugli  v/ithin  our 
oi,7n  District  and^  although  the  scheme  is  likely  to  take  some  three 
years  to  complete,  indicates  a  considerable  step  forward  in  the 
provision  of  main  drainage  to  the  district. 

During  the  year  Ministry  approval  was  received  for  Stage  1  of 
the  Drayton  Sewerage  Scheme  aiid  tenders  for  the  work  were  invited  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  antici^jated  that  work  will  camraence  very 
early  in  19^54  This  first  stage  'will  provide  a  foul  drainage  system 
to  approximately  200  properties  in  the  liurn  Road  area  of  Drayton  and 
its  early  completion  will  permit  the  Norfolk  County  Council  to  proceed 
■with  the  makiiig  up  and  adoption  of  a  number  of  private  estate  roads.

In  July  the  V/ater  Supply  and  Sewerage  Sub-Committee  met  to 
consider  future  proposals  for  the  provision  of  foul  drainage  systems 
to  those  parts  of  the  district  so  far  without  this  facility.  They 
considered  the  various  parishes  i/here  it  v/as  felt  provision  should  be 
made  within  the  foreseeable  future,  and  placed  these  parishes  in  three 
groups  according  to  priority.  The  follov/ing  parishes  v;ere  placed  wi'thin

It  was  agreed  that  the  provision  of  so'iverage  systems  for  these 
parishes  in  Group  1  should  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Preparatoi’y

v;as  proceeded  with  during  the  year.  I  hope  that  by  the  end  of  19<^5  it 
wHl  have  been  possible  to  have  reached  ■a  stage  whereby  proposals  f  or 
all  ’these  areas  can  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry.

(a)  The  Norvdch  Corporation  area  of  supply,  comprising

of  the  district  vrith  an  area  of  d7j  036  acres,  and 
contal  ning  about  83^0  of  the  population  and  of 
its  rateable  value. 


(b)  This  Council's  area  of  supply,  comprising  23  parishes 
;;ith  an  area  of  919  acres,  but  coxitaining  only 
some  13%  of  the  pov'dlation  and  lO^o  of  the  rateable 
value  of  the  district.

Ihring  the  year  work  proceeded  with  the  laying  of  mains  in  Stage 
II  of  the  '..estern  Area  b'ater  Su  ,ply  Sche'ne  and  the  contract  v/as 
completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  ccmpletion  of  this  scheme 
brought  the  benefit  of  a  public  piped  vrater  supply  to  the  villages  of 
Attlebridge,  S\;annington,  Branciston  and  Beoton,  and  alloa'ed  for  the 
connection  of  the  existing  local  system  at  G-t.  u’itchingham  to  the 
main  source  of  supply  at  Salle  Bridge. 


The  provision  of  village  schemes  for  Keydon,  Honiigham  and 
Riigland  '/ere  cominonced  and  completed  during  the  year. 


A  short  length  of  mail  \/as  laid  at  Craft  Lane,  Eastgate  to  provide 
for  Council  housing  development.  This  short  extension  v/as  carried  out 
most  expeditiously  by  your  own  v/ater  maintenance  s tali'. 

Tiring  the  year  the  Mitford  and  Launditch  Rural  District  commenced 
work  on  the  laying  of  water  mains  in  the  Bintroe  area  of  their  district 
to  which  this  Council  will  afford  a  bulk  supply  of  v/ater  from  foul  sham. 
In  connection  v/ith  this  'work  proposals  >/ere  f  inalised  for  the  provision 
of  iron  removal  plant  at  the  foulsham  source  and  tenders  for  the  work 
'.;ere  invited  in  December.  This  conti’act  should  commence  in  the  new 
year  and  I  hope  that  by  the  summer  of  I965  the  problems  of  iron  in  the 
sumply  to  foulsham  and  Themelthorpe  v/ill  be  solved. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  extensions  to  the  water  main  were 
laid  in  the  Norwich  Corporation  area  of  supply  in  connection  v/ith  new 
development  and  in  addition  a  short  length  of  main  v/as  laid  in 
Staithe'way  Road,  Uroxham,  by  agreement  v.dth  this  Council.

H^here  suspicious  and  unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained,  repeat 
samples  were  taken,  follovving  the  flushing  of  the  mains,  and  these  all 
gave  satisfactory  results. 


HE//  BUILDING . 

During  the  year  2,850  nevv  plans  v/ere  deposited  for  'I'own  Planning 
permission  or  Building  Byelaw  approval,  compared  v/ith  2,077  applications 
in  19^3-  The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  under  the  Building 
Byelaws  was  7^354  compared  vrlth  6,500  in  I963. 

During  the  year  441  dwellings,  including  31  Council  dwellings, 
were  completed,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  699  were  in  course  of  erection. 

The  above  figures  indicate  that  the  pace  of  new  building  in  the 
district  continues  to  increase.  This  increase  has  meant  that  the 
building  inspection  section  of  the  Department  has  been  continually 
stretched  to  its  limits  in  order  to  ensure  efficient  supervision  of 
private  building  vrork  in  the  district.  It  seems  certain  that  the  Council 
must  give  early  consideration  to  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Building 
Inspector  if  the  administration  of  the  Building  Byelaws  within  the 
district  is  to  be  maintained  efficiently  and  thoroughly.
